IS CERTAIN MOVE. 


The opinion to that 
effect 
both 


throughout the country and in Con- 
giess is overwhelming. The "drys" 
want It done because they believe In 
it. 


The "wets" although they mav 


seem to try to uphold the "wet" end 
ot the legal argument,, really want 
the ships made "dry" because that Is 
a part of their general campaign to 
make prohibition odious. 


1 HAY RULE IN FAVOR. 


At the conclusion of tho present 


hearings the attorney general's office 
may decide either that the law as It 
stands permits the sale of liquor or 
that It does not. If the decision Is 
that the law as it stands prohibits 
the sale of liquor on American shins 
that will end the matter, and the 
ships will go "dry" Immediately. 


If the decision Is that the law as It 


stands permits the sale, that will not 
affect the 
ultimate 
outcome. 
In 


that event Congress either by im- 
mediate action or By an amendment 
to the shipping bill will make the 
Ships "dry." 


EXPECTED QUICK ACTION 


A good many persons thought the 


president would issue an order mak- 


ing the ships "dry" as soon as he 
learned that the contrary was tha 
practice. Others believe he may ts- 
sus such, an order after the attorney 
general's office has Interpreted the 
law." In the back of that, It will be 
done by Congress. 


The real outcome is not a matter 


of 
technical law, but 
of publio 


opinion. The feeling 
is that this 


practice justifies the worst that is 
said of Uncle Sam by foreign critics, 
that Undo Sam is a hypocrite, who 
Is willing to 
enfprce 
prohibition 


against the individual, but Is not wil- 
ling to practice It himself when 
money is to be made out of It.

TO ALL ILLINOIS CENTRAL SYSTEM SHOPMEN: 


On June 14th I addressed a communication to you in which I appealed to you 


to cast your vote against the proposed stri ke. 
Since that time the strike has been 


called by your leaders, and some of you have left your positions, while others have 
remained steadfast. 
I feel that the time has arrived when I should make clear to 


those of you who have left your position, as well as those of you who have re- 
mained, the position of the Illinois Central System with reference to this entire 
matter. 


In my letter to you of June 14th I enumerated the three things which your 


leaders proposed to have you strike against: namely, (1) contracting of shop 
plants to outsiders, (2) the order of the United States Railroad Labor Board relat- 
ing to rules and working conditions, and (3) the order of the United States Kail- 
road Labor Board establishing rates of pay effective July 1. 


The question of contracting shops to outsiders is not a part of the contro- 


versy so far as you and the management of the Illinois Central System are con 
cerned, because this railway system has n ot contracted any of its shops to outsid- 
ers 
The questions involved in the matt er of rules and working conditions and the 


order establishing rates of pay effective July 1 are the only ones at issue. 
They 


are not questions between you and the Illinois Central System management. 
Ihev 


were decided by the United States Railro ad Labor Board and those of you who are 
out on strike are striking against lawful decisions of a branch of the United States 
Government. 


It goes without saying that the public welfare cannot permit the revocation 


of a decision of a governmental agency under a threat of the use of force . No pat- 
riotic citizen would expect such a thing to be clone, or would have it done. We be- 
lieve that we have the best government in the world, but you will all agree with 
me that it would not long so remain if its institutions could be over-ridden and set 
aside ri the manner sought by those who are contending against thp lawful decis- 
ions 01 the United States Railroad Labor Board. 


The management of the Illinois Central System believes that those of you 


who are out on strike have been misled. 
It bears no feeling of hostility toward 


those who left its service. 
To those who have remained loyal it acknowledges a 


debt of gratitude. It feels that it has a valuable asset in its old employes, and it, 
is eager to hold them together. It believes that, if those of you who are out wi 
calmly analyze the issues upon which you are striking, your better judgment will 
assert itself and you will return to your positions. I sincerely invite you to return. 
Moreover, I earnestly advise you to pursue that course. 


Those who report for duty not later than 11:59 p. m. Monday, July 17, 1922, 


may do so with the resumption of full seniority and pension rights and win be 
treated as if their services had been continuous. Those returning after that time, 
if accepted, will rank as new employes. 


I trust that those of you who are out will consider this matter seriously and 


that your action, whatever it may be, will turn out to be for your own best inter- 
ests, as well as the best interests of your families and those dependent upon you 
for a living. 


I ask those of you who are striking to bear in mind that you accepted the 


decisions of the United States Railroad Labor Board when they were favorable to 
you, and that the Illinois Central System accepted those decisions which were un- 
favorable to it. 
Let me also again remind you that since December, 1917, you 


have received three general increases in wages and that your hourly rates oi 
wages in effect at present, as fixed by the United States Railroad Labor Board, are 
from 40 to 113 per cent higher than in 1917, as follows:

Upon reflection, I believe that you will be broad-minded enough to accept 


the recent decisions of the United States Railroad Labor Board which you con- 
sider unfavorable. A long-drawn-out contest would mean losses and suffering, not 
only for you and your families, but also for the public. 
We should all recognize 


that the public interest always rises above the interests of the railroad or of its 
employes. 


None of us is fortunate enough to have issues affecting his life always de- 


cided in his favor. 
The principle of "rule or ruin" invariably has led to disaster 


It can have no other ending. The wisdom of the principles of "give and take and 
"live and let live" have been fully demonstrated. 
Those are the principles upon 


which we desire to conduct this railway system for the benefit of the public, the 
employes and the owners. 


The management of the Illinois Central System is under obligations to serve 


the public with uninterrupted transportation and under any conditions which may 
arise it must faithfully discharge that obligation, 


I ask that you accept this letter in that same friendly spirit in which I ad- 


dress you, free from any feeling of hostility or censure for anything that has been 
said or done in regard to this unhappy affair.
